NEEDS NEW HALL. 


"The 
city needs a new place to 


transact its business more than it does 
anything else. 
There is not 
room 


enough in the Treasurer's office, the 
Street Department or in the jail, or, 
in fact, in any department of the City 
Hali. The Prosecuting Attorneys have 
not an office that is nt for habitation; 
there is not room enough in the hall 
for an office for the Captain of the 
police, the Auditor needs more room, 
the Board of Works, since the build- 
ing 
ordinance went to effect, needs 


more room. There is not a place that 
valuable records or papers ca.n 
be 


kept. There is no vault for the Treas- 
urer to put his-money in. 


THE COST. 


"After consulting with the business 


men as to the best method of pro- 
ceeding, it will be time enough to ask 
the people to vote the money. 
Of 


course, what the hall would cost and 
the other details, is at the present 
time merely a matter of conjecture."

For two months Pulford has shown 


signs of mental strain. When Berry 
.was killed in Pulfords' opera house 
last Monday, and the authorities be- 
gan to question Pulford", it was evi- 
dent to those who knew him, best that 
Pulford's mind was giving away. 

Pulforh rose from a .poor boy to the 
position of one of the wealthiest men 
in this section of Illrnois, Besides own- 
ing much of the most valuable real 
estate of Savannah, he was the presi- 
dent'of. the Commercial Bank and the 
city electric lighting-system.

"Do you anticipate a sea fight soon?"

Vladivostok without an engagement. 
I personally expect it to take place in 
the near future, though I admit the 
Admiralty knows nothing of Rojest- 
vensky's strategy or plans, the Em- 
peror having accorded him complete 
freedom of action. Possibly it Is his 
present purpose to seek Admiral Togo 
and force a fight, but it is more prob- 
able that Rojestvensky la bound for 
his base at Vladivostok. However, I 
can say nothing definite on this 
point." 


In response to a suggestion

Togo might intentionally allow 
Ro- 


jestvensky to get to Vladivostok, con- 


tenting himself with torpedo attacks 
while the Russians are on their way 
there, and then try to bottle Rojest- 
vensky up in Vladivostok, Admiral 
Avellan smiled, and said: 


WILL FORCE TOGO. 


"The story of Port Arthur will not 


be repeated. Rojestvensky IB not the 
kind of a man to allow himself to be 
locked up ' in a port. If he gets to 
Vladivostok he will not rest on his 
laurels, but will'seek an engagement. 
He will try to wrest the mastery of 
the sea from Togo. There are many 
ways to bombard one of the coast cit- 
ies to force Togo to appear In its de- 
fense." 


REPUDIATES REPORTS. 


Admiral Avellan repudiated the re- 


ports that a number of chartered col- 
liers sent to Vladivostok were 
cap- 


tured by the Japanese, owing to the 
connivance of their captains, who ar- 
ranged to receive half the price of 
their cargoes for betraying their route 
and time of departure. 
The admiral 


explains that the colliers were lost 
through delay in the receipt of orders 
telegraphed to them by the Admiralty 
to go to Vladivostok by way of Lap- 
erouse Straits, instead of through the 
Straits of Korea. Two of these vessels 
which 
passed 
through Laperouse 


Straits arrived safely at Vladivostok. 


HARD TRIP. 


A private letter from the xommander 


of one of Rojestvensky's torpedo boat 
destroyers mailed at Saigon, describes 
the fleet's passage of the Indian ocean. 
The writer says the hard work fell on 
the light cruisers and torpedo boat de- 
stroyers under Vice-Admlral Ennulst, 
which were constantly scouting ahead 
and communicating the approach of 
"vessels, so as to ^permit Rojestvensky 
to change his course and steer clear 
of them, his desire being to avoid dis- 
covery, before he reached the 'China 
sea, in which he was successful. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced at 
times in coaling from the transports 
at sea, especially in the case of the 
torpedo boat destroyers. The officer 
adds that after the long voyage, they 
were looking forward with relief to the 
coming battle. He says his torpedo 
boat destroyer was reprovisioned at 
Saigon.

A contest has been filed by a com- 


misioner in bankruptcy to the account 
tiled by Mrs. Helen S. unase of vthe ex- 
penditures of her son, Ralph OTiase, one 
of the Bertha Doibeer heirs, who was 
allowed to dissipate an estate of 535,000 
in a few years previous to attaining his 
majority. 
It is also alleged that the 


account is not a proper one and that 
the expenditures are fictitious and made 
with intent to defraud his creditors 


Chase waa allowed to put J7.500 in the 


firm of Burnham & Co.,'stock brokers 
at Boston, Mass , who afterwards failed 
and went through bankruptcy, and it is 
as a member of this firm that it is now 
being attempted to take what estate he 
has to liquidate the debts of the firm. 
For this, purpose Henry A. Richardson 
was appointed a trustee in bankruptcy 
by the court of Massachusetts, and he 
is now protesting against the allowing 
of the accounting for the estate of young 
Chase. 


MAY BE IN COURT. 


It is probable that the young man 


himself will be given an opportunity to 
tell Judge Ogden of how he came to 
spend 41,000 while traveling for a few 
months with an opeia troupe and what 
the money went for.

such proper expenditures as the court 
deems proper that the balance of the 
estate be paid over to the trustee for the 
purpose of helping out the creditors of 
the firm of Burnham & Co of Boston.

quet of the Merchants' Association held 


t the Palace Hotel last night, Governor 


George C. Pardee made a sensational ad- 
dress. 


Governor- Pardee began by recalling the 


fate of, Greece and-.Home,,, where destruc- 
tion followed general corruption, and dis- 
cussed whether the like was in store for 
the United States. 
At the very root of r 
the matter, he declared, lies the govern- 
ment of cities, "where, it is said, graft 
and plunder are so prevalent that even 
honest men .have ceased to wonder at it." 
Continuing, he said:

yet our people have it in their 
hands to root out this evil,. and, if they 
will, restore that honesty'in1 public 'af- 
fairs of which we all were once so proud. 
San Francisco. In 1855, was as corrupt as 
any city ever was. 
To James King of 
William and 
Wlliam T.; Coleman, . my 
native city Is much behoide.n. . And in 
hep annals, in spite of adverse criticism; 
the Vigilance Committee, in which my 
father was enrolled, will always hold' a* 
place of well-earned prominence." - •.-. 
Governor Pardee spoke TM.,the 'glory of 
the founders "of the united 'States; of the 
history of this .country, ••including 'the 
bloody days ot the Civil War.. "Shdr.t 
would be the shrift," he doclaredi "of him 
who dared to betray our country to a 
foreign foe." He said:

"Benedict'Arnold's name Is not forgot- 
ten.

RAIL POOL DISSOLVED 


NEW YORK. May 25.—Responsible au- 


thority is claimed by the Journal of Com- 
merce for a. statement that the steel rail 
poo!—the combination of six largest rail 
mills of the country—to make prices and 
allot tonnage, has been officially dissolved. 
The dissolution, it Is believed, howevar, 


wffl have little bearing on prices of steel 
rails for several months at least, as .the 
tonnage of the mills practically for the 
entire year 1905 has been allotted, and 
any reduction In prices of new business 
would mean a corresponding reduction on 
the old contracts 
Among the mills not 
In the combination are those of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company, in Colo- 
rado 
The official pool price since 1901 has 
been $28, and in that year the average 
price was J27 33, and in 1900, $32 28 
The decision of the administration to 
purchase supplies for the construction of 
the Panama Canal in the cheapest mar- 
kets is understood to have been partlv 
responsible for the sudden action taken, 
by the manufacturers

and no sign of internal trouble.

The general assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian body has 


roted to rejoin the parent church, thus bringing to an end a,n schism 
that has lasted since 1810. There will be some seceders as a conse- 
quence of this action, but the secession will not be large nor will it 
retard the unification of the Presbyterian bodies in the United States, 
is a strong sentiment is manifesting itself in the Southern Presby- 
terian Church in favor of returning to the parent fold. 


In going back to the ancient communion the Cumberland Pres- 


byterians have not surrendered any of the material contentions which 
Impelled the Cumberland Presbytery to separate ninety-five years ago. 


The Presbyterian church has been liberalized since then, and it 


has discarded the hideous fatalism which provoked rebellion among 
ihe followers of John Calvin and John Knox. The creed has been 
imended and the discipline relieved of its stern severity. The spirit 


!>f the church has also grown more catholic and tolerant, and with the 
disappearance of the old narrowness and illiberahsm which have dis- 
:inguished Calvinism in the past in spite of the eminent minds it em- 
braced and the high intellectuality which has characterized the corn- 
numon, has come a broader fellowship and a less forbidding concep- 
•ion of the Deity. This advance in liberalism is due not a little to the 
hfluence and protests of the dissenting bodies of which the Cumber- 
land Presbyterians was the largest and most influential. 


The Southern Presbyterians are not classed with the doctrinal 


lissenters because the reasons which impelled them to separation were 
social, economic and political rather than doctrinal. It was the 
liscipline and not the catechism which provoked the slaveholding 
:hurchmen of the South to secede. 
But slavery is dead and the 


liscipline no longer pinches the toes of the Southern 
brethren.

vice Will Be Put in Opera- 


tion in Oakland. 


SAN FKANCISCO, May 
25.—A week 


from today, or on June 1, the Southern 


i Pacific is to put into tfteot its twenty- 
minute boat' ana train service over thu 
| Oakland Fier route between San Francisco 
and Oakland. Alameda, Fniitvale, Berk- 
eley and West Berkeley. By this new ar- 
rangement 10-cent tickets sold at «San 
Francisco for all the points mentioned 
above except West Berkeley will be col- 
.lected at The San Fni.icisco ferry gates, 
and passengers will be allowed to board 
trains at Oakland pier without hindrance. 
Ton-cent tickets sold at San Francisco 
for West Berkeley will be punched at 
San Francisco ferry gates, but retained 
by passengers for presentation and sur- 
render beyond Oakland Sixteenth street 
station. 
Ten-cent tickets sold at Oak- 
land, ' Kruitvale, Alameda and Berkeley 
for San Francisco will be punched as 
passengers board trains and

by 
conductors or gatemen on train.

E SALARY 


COMMITTEE GOES BEFORE BOARD 


OF EDUCATION AND,MAKES A 


STATEMENT. 


The first definite move of the Alameda 


County Teachers' Association having as 
an object an increase of salary was made 
last night when ,a delegation from the 
club went before the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Board of Education with tbV 
outline of a' plan that will be perfected 
and submitted in full to the entire board 
at a future meeting. At the meeting last 
night the committee heard the plan and 
took the matter under advisement. 
It is claimed by the teachers that the 
present method of compensation does not 
do justice to' all the teachers employed 
in the schools. They are of the opinion 
that it would be more fair if some sys- 
tem of wage scale based on the term of 
service could be devised, and it is this 
plan that is in the process of evolution 
and which they promise to submit to the 
board in the future. 
As it is now a 
teacher who has been In the service for 
ten years receives no greater compensa- 
tion for his experience than the normal 
school graduate of last summer, who has 
had no practical knowledge of the busi- 
ness.. 
• , 
Last fall the teachers' club, number- 
ing over 300, took up the question, and 
spent considerable time collecting data on 
the wages' paid and the expense-of'living 
in the various cities of the country. This 
data, they claim, shows that, in com- 
parison, the Oakland city and 'the Ala- 
meda county teachers receive less salary 
than do those of the average Eastern 
city. 
The maximum wages paid to teachers 
in the primary and grammar grades in 
the Oakland schools is, according to this 
data collected, 59QO per annum. 
This, 
they claim, is beneath the scale paid in 
other cities, while the cost of living Is 
grreater. 
The committee from the club numbers 


ten, 
but the delegation that went before 
the Finance Committee last night did not 
represent the teachers as a committee, 
but were there to state the plan and to 
obtain figures which will be incorporated 
in the perfected plan to be submitted 
later.

shorthand, tyjpewritinr or 
bookkeeping.
